Superintendent will retire next year 


Revenue bill could 
hurt city liiget

Romulus officials are contin¬ 
uing to plan the city 2005-06 
operating budget knowing that 
another 2 percent cut in state 
shared revenue is threatened. 

Senate Bill 272, which was 
reported to the State Senate 
General Government 
Subcommittee two weeks ago, 
would reduce monies intended 
for local municipalities, but 
would save the state about $22 
million* according to the 
Conference of Western Wayne. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said the 
city is on solid footing in case 
the cuts do occur, but he said he 
hopes the state reconsiders. 

“Obviously this is something 
we hope doesn’t happen, but we 
have a surplus, and some pro¬ 
grams that will help us over the 
next six to eight months,” he 
said. “This is more like a pinch, 
but it’s not a knockout punch.” 

The cuts would cost Romulus 
about $420,000, Lambert said. 
The total 2005-06 budget expen¬ 


ditures will equal about $21 mil- 
lioa 

He added that it is unclear 
how city officials would make 
up for the loss of funds. 
Currently, the city is devising a 
plan of slightly increased fees, 
retirements, leaving open posi¬ 
tions unfilled and prohibiting 
unnecessary purchases to close 
the gap on the budget Lambert 
said some of the $1.5 million 
fund balance could make up for 
the losses. 

The city has been able to bal¬ 
ance the budget each year dur¬ 
ing a five-year revenue reduc¬ 
tion imposed by the state with¬ 
out layoffs, and Lambert said he 
doesn’t think a 2 percent reduc¬ 
tion in revenue will force the 
city to eliminate jobs or city ser¬ 
vices. 

“There’s no way that we’re 
going to have to do that,” he 
said. 

“It’s going to be fine,” 
Lambert added.

Joel Carr was recently sur¬ 
prised when a woman thanked 
him for helping get her son a job 
with an automobile manufactur¬ 
er - not because she thanked 
him, but because she told him 
her son celebrated his 25th year 
with the company.

Mother threatens charges in 14-year-old’s pregnancy

A 16-year-old Romulus youth’s 
relationship with a 14-year-old 
girl could cost him his freedom 
because her mother has filed a 
complaint with the Romulus 
Police. 

Police questioned the boy 
after the girl’s mother filed the 
complaint May 12, said Police LL 
John Leacher. The mother filed 
the complaint after her daughter 
told her she was pregnant with 
the boy’s child. 

“The mother wants to press 
charges,” Leacher said. “(The 
girl) is four months pregnanL so it 
has been going on for some 
time.” 

The 16-year-old has not been 


charged yeL but Leacher said the 
results of paternity tests that 
could be performed would ulti¬ 
mately determine whether he 
would face charges. 

Maria Miller, a spokeswoman 
for the Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor’s Office, said she could not 
comment on the case because 
she has not seen it, but said it is 
likely the case would be adjudi¬ 
cated through the juvenile court 
system. 

The charges, she added 
'depend on several factors, 
including the victim’s willingness 
to testify against her boyfriend, 
how long the couple dated, and 
the number of years between the 
pair. 

If convicted of the charges, the 
youth could have to serve a sen¬ 


tence at a juvenile facility and 
register as a sex offender in the 
State of Michigan for the next 25 
years. That means his move¬ 
ments would be tracked by the 
state until he is 41 years old. 

Adding teens convicted of hav¬ 
ing sex with minors under 16 to 
the registry - which contains the 
names, addresses and criminal 
histories of rapists and 
pedophiles - is a matter of 
intense debate for the families of 
the teens and those in charge of 
enforcing the law. 

A movement is currently afoot 
in the state legislature to give 
judges the authority to determine 
who must register in the hopes of 
keeping teenagers in consensual

Magna granted license 
for $100 million racetrack

The culmination of three years 
of hard work by city officials and 
gaming advocates came to 
fruition Tuesday when the State 
of Michigan granted a gaming 
license to Magna Entertainment 
the Toronto-based company that 
will open a horseracing track in 
Romulus. 

Magna Entertainment plans to 
build a $100 million track - known 
as Michigan Downs - can now 
begin at the comer on a parcel of 
vacant farm land near Intel'state 
94 about two miles north of 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 

Mayor Alan Lambert, an avid 
proponent of the project said that 
the announcement by Michigan 
Gaming Commissioner Christine 
White signifies a new era in 
Romulus, a city that has always 
welcomed development but has 
not often been in a good position 
to reap the benefits of new busi¬ 
nesses. 

“I think this is the kind of thing 
that is going to create a lot of spin¬ 
off - businesses, and that’s why it’s 
so good,” he said. “It’s going to 
bring a lot of new revenue in 
here, and we’re still hoping the

casino and convention center will 
come as well. This is a very good 
day for us.” 

Lambert said he believes the 
track, and a casino owned by the 
Sault Ste. Marie Tribe of 
Chippewa Indians planned for a 
nearby parcel of property, will be 
he next step in an overall effort to 
revitalize the aging city. There is 
enough land to build other pro¬ 
jects to enhance the area - such 
as homes, offices, retail spaces, 
industrial projects and entertain¬ 
ment venues, Lambert said. 

“We’ve already had calls from 
developers that are interested in 
building on available land once 
the facility is up and going,” he 
said. “We also think there’s going 
to be a residential boom once that

One hundred and fifty years is 
young for some churches. 

For the Romulus Wesleyan 
Church, 150 years at the comer of 
Goddard Road near the Five 
Points area means countless mem¬ 
ories, spearheading racial equality 
and celebrating achievements 
among the growing congregation. 

To mark the anniversary, 
church leaders have planned the 
“Sonfest,” a festival that will take 
place at the Mary Ann Banks Park 
June 10 - 12. During the festival, 
parishioners and members of the 
public will enjoy food, games, a 
basketball tournament, drive-in 
movies and adult bingo, said 
Pastor Steve Adams. 

“We normally have our activi¬ 
ties for the community during the 
Pumpkin Festival season, but we 


decided this worked out better, 
and was a great way to celebrate 
our anniversary.” 

Romulus Wesleyan Church, 
which is also known around the 
city as the “little white church,” 
was the first church structure in 
the city of Romulus. Though the 
church roots go back to 1838, the 
current facility was dedicated in 
1856 shortly after Congress 
banned the practice of slavery. At 
that time, black members of the 
church broke with what was then 
the Methodist Episcopal 
Conference and formed the 
church with about 115 members 
(Methodists during that period 
condoned slavery). In the mid- 
1800s. there were about 1,000 peo¬ 
ple living in the area that would 
become Romulus. 

Today, the church has about 220 
member families, Adams said. 

The church was led by the Rev. 


Samuel Bibbins and the Rev. 
Marcus Swift in a small cabinet 
shop prior construction of the cur¬ 
rent facility. Several area congre¬ 
gations that worshipped in other 
facilities banded together to raise 
$1,400 to build the 200-seat 
church. The land on Goddard 
Road was purchased for an addi¬ 
tional $30, according to church 
members. 

Other than the significance of 
being the first church in Romulus, 
there is something more histori¬ 
cally relevant about the church, 
Adams said. 

“We have a lot of historical evi¬ 
dence that the church was a stop 
on the Underground Railroad,” he 
said. “They (escaping slaves) 
would come up through the tunnel 
into the pulpit area They would 
be fed and attend Christian ser¬ 
vices and stay for about two days. 
The next stop was in Dearborn.” 


Church members discovered 
the link between the Under¬ 
ground Railroad and the church 
when construction began on an 
addition to the building. A small 
vestibule covered with dishes and 
supplies revealed a small trap 
door. From there, escaped slaves 
could be ferried across the Detroit 
River to freedom, Adams said. 

Everyone is invited to attend 
the events on June 10 -12, Adams 


said. And church members are 
looking ahead to the next 150 
years. 

“We’re planning to reach out to 
young people in this community, 
and young families,” he said. 

“Things are going to look differ¬ 
ent for us during the next 150 
years.”

much about it right now,” he 
said. “I think we’ve got too much 
to do right now.” 

Originally from Skokie, Ill., 
on the north side of Chicago, 
Carr holds a bachelor’s and

Carr came to the district in 
1971 as a 29-year-old principal 
who had held several jobs at 
other districts as both a princi¬ 
pal and a teacher He said being 
was advantageous when he 
applied for the job.

than most area municipalities 
when it comes to revenue loss. 
An additional $1 million in 
parking fees generated by the 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport, 
which is payable to the city, is 
the biggest factor that sets 
Romulus apart But new devel¬ 
opment in the city is also begin¬ 
ning to make a difference as 
more property taxes are collect¬ 
ed from new businesses and 
homeowners. 

Still, the possibility of cuts is 
frustrating to officials, who were 
banking on Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm’s desire not to cut 
revenue. 

“It’s like they stay in an ivory 


tower up in Lansing, but I wish 
they would come down here to 
the streets of Romulus,” said 
Councilman William Wadsworth 
“This is going to hurt us. It 
seems like the plan changes 
every day, and it’s another big 
bump on the highway. Our fund 
balance will help soften the 
blow, but it’s probably going to 
pass because they wouldn’t 
have started the process if they 
weren’t sure there were enough 
votes to pass it” 

Budget healings will contin¬ 
ue for the next two months. By 
state law, municipalities are 
required to file their budgets by 
June 30. The final budget is sub¬ 
ject to approval by the Romulus 
City Council.

these businesses are here. The 
communities we visited during 
the process all had residential

Magna was able to apply for 
the license after it sold its inter¬ 
est in a harness racing track in 
Muskegon to Richmond Racing.

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Development must benefit township 



When officials in Northville Township first 
learned of the plan to sell off the state-owned prop¬ 
erty that housed the Northville Psychiatric 
Hospital, they were cautiously optimistic. 

They already had a concept plan for how the 
land could best be developed, after all, something 
they came up with about six months earlier with the 
thought that the property wouldn’t remain under 
state control, forever. 

Besides, township officials weren’t all that happy 
that the facility was there to begin with; it didn’t 
look all that nice and it caused sporadic concerns 
for nearby residents and the public safety depart¬ 
ment 

T\vo years later, the site remains essentially the 
same as it did then, with the exception of the 
blacked out sign, the larger no trespassing signs and 
the grass and weeds that tend to grow a little longer 
before they are cut down 

The property still isn’t sold and the most recent 
developer to try it- Real Estate Interests (REI), Inc. 
- cited as some of their reasons the cost of cleaning 
up the old dumping grounds and the donation of at 
least 40 acres to the township, required in the latest 
round of bidding. 


In short, it was too expensive. 

The early rounds of the bid¬ 
ding process had every reason 
to give hope to township officials; state representa¬ 
tives said they would work with the locals to ensure 
that the property be developed in character with 
the rest of their community and not provide a strain 
on any of its components - public safety or school 
district 

Will that remain true during the next attempt to 
sell the land? 

Only time will tell. 

Township officials will need to stick to their guns, 
though, to ensure that the development doesn’t 
become a strain on township resources or change 
the character of the community. The site is an 
important one, after all, not just for its topography 
and old growth forests, but because it sits at one of 
the main entrances to the township. 

They’re taking a good first step tonight, when 
they reexamine the overall plan for the site. A good 
second step would be to rally their Lansing legisla¬ 
tors and let the people up at the department of 
management and budget that they will not be 
swayed. 



Just pay the $8 a month, and be safe 


Imagine this.. .you’re walking home, it’s dark, the 
weather’s nice; you’re just enjoying a nice night out 

All of a sudden, someone attacks you. What’s the 
first thing you think to do when you finally get home 
after a nice night gone awry? Call the cops, right? 

OK, imagine this... what if you couldn’t call the 
cops? Well, you could, but it’d just take them a little 
longer to respond. 

Your first gripe, as a taxpayer, would be, “My tax 
dollars go to make sure the police come to my aid in 
a timely fashion,” right? 

Now imagine this...a small fire on your stove 
turns into a great blaze that threatens you, your 
family and the place you call home. 

First thing that comes to mind...call the fire 
department, right? What if the only unit in town 
was miles away from your house, and didn’t make it 
in time to save whatever it is that you might hold 
near and dear? 

Your first gripe, as a taxpayer, would be, “My tax 
dollars go to make sure the fire department comes 
to my aid in a timely fashion,” right? 

The question of, “What’s more important, saving 
a little change here and there, or high levels of 
police and fire care?” was posed to residents in 
Plymouth Township earlier this month. The resi¬ 
dents who did vote, determined that saving about $8 
a month is more important than keeping an ade¬ 
quate number of police and firefighters in the town¬ 
ship. 

Because of voters’ lack of support for the renew¬ 
al and increase, township taxpayers could pay up to 
a full 4 mills in taxes next year if the board levies all 


of the millages available. 

The board of trustees 
approved language for two mill- 
age proposals they will place on 
an Aug. 2 election ballot designed to secure a 
renewal of 1.63 mills and an increase of .5631 mills 
to provide police and fire services for the next 10 
years. 

The 1.63 renewal is expected to generate some 
$3.1 million in revenue, with an additional $1.06 
million generated by the proposed increase. 

Some people have said they didn’t even know 
there was an election on May 3. Township officials 
have recognized that and are taking the appropri¬ 
ate steps to inform taxpayers about how their 
money will be spent 

Their money—an estimated $93 dollars a year on 
a home in the township with an average taxable 
value of $127,500—will be spent on maintaining the 
current staffing levels in the township police and 
fire departments. 

Safety will be a very important factor for me 
when I buy my first home. I’m sure that was also 
fairly high on the lists of people who purchased 
homes in Plymouth Township. 

I look at it this way: what’s more important a trip 
to McDonald’s, supersizing your Big Mac meal and 
getting an apple pie, or making sure you have ade¬ 
quate police and firefighters protecting you and 
your neighbors?

Legislator attempts district reform 


Enough is enough with elec¬ 
toral vote corralling. 

That’s the message State Rep. 
Glenn Anderson (D-Westland) is 
trying to convey with the introduc- 
tion of a joint resolution that 
would amend the state 
Constitution to change the way 
Michigan congressional and leg¬ 
islative districts are drawn. 

He said in a press conference 
on Tuesday that he wants to take 
partisanship out of the way the 
districts are drawn every 10 years 
by doing the obvious: removing 
professional politicians from the 
process and allowing an indepen¬ 
dent commission to decide how 


those districts are drawn. 

“Because of gerrymandering, 
voters no longer pick their elected 
officials; elected officials now 
pick their voters, and this has cor- 
roded our political system,” 
Anderson said. 

Under the proposed joint reso¬ 
lution, an Independent 
Redistricting Commission would 
oversee the apportionment and 
redistricting processes, which 


currently favor the party in power, 
he said. Incumbency—either pro¬ 
tecting a seat or targeting it—is a 
key factor in determining how 
congressional and legislative dis¬ 
tricts are redrawn, he added. 

“If redistricting is used as a 
political tool in the service of 
blind power politics,” Anderson 
said, “then our officeholders are 
no longer serving the best inter¬ 
ests of the people”
